Several short lists of Elashmiri words have appeared from time 
to time in the Transactions of the Asiatic Society of Bengal, 
but they are more interesting to the philologist than practically 
useful to the traveller, from there being no corresponding lists of 
English words with their equivalents in Kashmiri. 

Scattered up and down in the book will be found some original 
information respecting Kashmir and its people. 

As Kashmiri is a colloquial language, it was deemed advisable 
to insert the different forms of the same word met with in 
conversation.

Vigne, the English travel- 
ler, saw a Chunar tree at 
Thana, and believes that it 
is no where found nearer 
the plains of India. The same 
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- Persia, is the largest chenar, 
or platanus orientalis tree I 
ever saw, measuring about 
sixty-four feet in circum- 
ference, and having a copious 
stream flowing from beneath 
its roots/ I have not seen 
one with a greater girth than 
thirty-seven feet.

For every tola of tea 
five cups of water are poured 
upon it in the Bhogun or tea 
pot. It is then boiled for 
half an hour, when more cold 
water is added, along with 
condiments and sugar^ after 
which it is boiled for half an 
hour more. Milk is tiien 
added. It is now ready for 
drinking. The colour is red- 
dish. 

The second mode of pre- 
paring' tea 18 called Shiri 



Chai. The tea is placed in 
the tea pot with a little soda 
and water and boiled for half 
an hour. Milk, salt, and 
butter are then added, after 
which it is boiled for another 
half hour, when it is ready 
for drinking. Tea import 
from China via L'hassa is 
a state monopoly.

surrounding mountains there 
is another area of 160 of 
pasture land. 

The following story re- 
specting the desiccation of 
the valley of Kashmir is now 
current ^ti.e country:- 

Long, long ago^ the country 
called Kashmir was an exten- 
sive lakC; whose name was 
Sahtisar. A numerous po- 
pulation dwelt on the sur- 
rounding mountains. In 
process of time the beautiful 
waters of lake Sahtisar 
became infested by a terrible 
monster, called Zsideo, which 
first destroyed all the fish in 
the lake, and then emerging 
from its placid waters^ 
began to attack and devour 
the inhabitants of the moun- 
tains. In great consternation, 
they fled fix)m their happy 
homes^ and sought safety 
among the fastnesses of the 
mountains. In their retreat 
they came upon the abode of 
a Rishi^ or holy man;, whose 
name was Kashaf* They . 
told bim their sad story. He \ 



heard their doleful account 
about the awful monster and 
his murderous doings. So 
great was the sanctity of this 
Bishi; that God had given 
him power to work miracles. 
Accompanied by a great 
crowd of fugitives, the Bishi 
directedhis steps to the north- 
west end of the Wulur lake, 
and here he struck the 
ground violently with his tri- 
dent. The earth opened, and 
in course of time, the whole 
waters of the Lake Sahtisar 
disappeared, and again re- 
appeared near to the Elrishan 
Ganga. In consequence of 
the draining of the lake, the 
monster, Zaldeo, perished, to 
the great joy and safety of 
thepreviously terrified moun- 
taineers, and the valley was 
called Kashafiaiar, the place 
or country of Kashaf, in 
honour of the Bishi. 

A line drawn fi-om Ban- 
dipur through the Wulur 
lake to Baramula divides the 
valley into two portions. The 
part to the north of the line 
is called Kamraj, or Kamrltz, 
and the portion to the south 
of the line is named Mirij,

derived &om Kama Baj^ the 
territory of Kama, the god 
of love, and Miraj from 
Maya R4j, the territory of 
his mother May a,orLakshmi, 
the wife of Vishnu. 

The southern aspect of the 
range of mountains bounding 
Kashmir to the norths is bare 
when compared with the 
northern face of the southern 
range, which is richly wooded. 
The fruit grown on the 
southern side of the valley 
is superior to that grown 
on the north. In the months 
of April and May, spring 
weather prevails. The wind 
is pleasant, the sky is clear, 
and the leaves come out. 
The land is prepared for 
rice. The months of June 
and July are the hottest of 
the year. In July, the tem- 
perature outside in the shade 
is sometimes as high as 94^, 
Farenheit. In the months 
of June and July, mul- 
berries, cherries, plums, and 
cucumbers are in their season. 
Wheat, barley, oats, and the 
different kinds of pulse ripen, 
and are reaped. In the 
months of August and Sep- 
tember, rice ripens, and is 
reaped. Apples, pears. 



peaches, grapes, and quinces 
come to maturity in these 
months. The leaves now 
get seared. In the months 
of October and November 
the climate is pleasant and 
bracing. Saffiron is gathered 
in October. Wheat, barley, 
and oats are sown in Oc- 
tober and November. The 
cold is severe in the months 
of December and January. 
Snow sometimes falls in the 
valley, and the river Jhelum 
and shallow parts of the 
lakes are frozen. Vigne 
knows of no granite in the 
valley. The trade of Kash- 
mir is falling off greatly, 
and this is caused mainly 
by the tyranny and exhorbi- 
tant exactions of the Diwans, 
who, besides being officials, 
are the chief traders or 
merchants of the valley. To 
those parts of Kashmir to 
which there is no water 
communication, goods are 
carried on the backs either 
of men or donkeys. In the 
valley there are several very 
fine temple-ruins. 

The peculiarities of the 
architecture of these ruins 
are the following : gable 
wit\i -peSameaXj oi\x\^ 'I^VucJdl^ 
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arch trefoil, roof pyramidal. 
Probably Hindu or Asiatic 
architects had copied the 
Boman style of architecture, 
which they had seen in Syria 
and Egypt, modifying it of 
course, to please the Eastern 
taste. The chief temple- 
ruins are to be seen at 
Martand, Wentipfir, Pa-yech, 
Pandretto9, Takht-i - Suli- 
man, Zojibal, Patau, Bara- 
mala, and in the Baramula 
Pass.

Kashmir as to their introduc- 
tion into the valley. There 
lived about two thousand 
years ago, in the city of 
Ujjain, in the province of 
the same name, a person 
whose name was Bikram&jit, 
or Yikramadat, whose bro- 
ther was king in that city 
and province. This brother's 
wife was a woman of bad 
character. She wished Bikra- 
majit to cohabit with her; 
and because he stoutly and 
persistently refused, she 
fabricated a story against 
him, and prevailed upon her 
husband to expel his own 
brother from his territories. 
Bikramltjit, thus driven &om 
house and home, and accom- 
panied by a few companions, 
began his travels. The 
exiles at last reached Elash- 
mir. One of the little com- 
pany was called Sharadah 
Nandan, who taught the 
inhabitants of Elashmir how 
to write the letters, which 
have ever since been caHed 
after him. There is a re- 
markable similarity between 
the Sanscrit and the ancient 
Kashmiri letters. The books 
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racter and language are un- 
intelligible to the Hindus of 
the valley, except to a very- 
few of the saoerdotal class 
among them. It is said 
that Thumi Sambhota, in 
the first half of the 7th cen- 
tury of our era, introduced 
the Kashmiri characters into 
Tibet. These characters 
remain unchanged to this 
day. See '' Cimningham's 

: Ladak.''

The people receive 
from the Government two 
rupees chilki,for every Khar- 
war weight which they 
collect. It grows abundantly 
on the hills of Kashmir. It 
is very abundant on the hill 
of Gangabal, and on the hill 
behind the Shalimir gardens. 
Under Guldb Singh, each 
village had to dig up eight 
KJiarwars weight of Kot, in 
return for which they received 
as much rice. This arrange- 
ment is said to have given 
satisfaction to the people. 
Kot is used in Kashmir as 
an application to ulcers, a 
hair-wash, a remedy in 
Cholera, a preserver of cloth 
against the ravages of moths 
and other vermin, a fumigu- 
tory, and by the native ha- 
kims, as an expectorant.

In Baramula, 
Shiipujon and Tsrar, the 
roofs are made simply of 
thick boards of wood 
nailed firmly, on account of 
the very strong winds to 
which these places are ex- 
posed. The reed called Tshai 
is found on the roofs of the 
houses in Srinagar, Sopor, 
and the adjacent villages, 
because they are near to the 
Dal, Wulur, and Anchor 
Lakes, w;here the reed grows 
abundantly. In some vil* 
la^s, the houses are thatched 
wS. straw. . 

In some of the houses there 
are fire-places, but generally 
they are without. The smoke 
finds its way out by the 
doors and wmdows. Fires 
are used only for cooking 
purposes. Wood is the ftiel 
generally burned, sometimes 
cow dimg, baked into cakes
